Much to the surprise of everyone in the 


city, the Ulympia with Dewey on board 
arrived this morning. A heavy mist was 
on and as soon as it was known that it 
the famous cruiser bearing the famous 
admiral and as passing vessels recognized 
the cruiser there was a continuous blow- 
ing of whistles in salute. 


The Ilagship came up to the lower bay 


nnd anchored inside Sandy hook.

-sia has ordered the abolition of the Siber 
ian exile system. 


This system is th° greatest blot upon 


Russia ami upon Christian'civilization to- 
day. 
It is a worse i'jiquity than any 


maintained or perpetrated by the blood- 
thirsty Sultan of Turkey. The czar and 
his ministers, who send men and women 
to Siberia, are more guilty than the iufi- 
-<tcl satan could be, because they profess 
to bo devout Christians and outrage the 
first principles of their religion. 


The thousands of men ami women ex- 


iled annuallly to Siberia, are flogged, tor- 
tured and at last cither killed by cru- 
elty or disease or degraded into the sera- 
Wnnce of brutes. 


In deciding to abolish this system the 


votiTi" czar Nicholas lias given the first 
practical di-monstnuion of the humane 
disposition with which he is credited. He 
is under a peculiar obligation to take the 
step because the labor of the wretched 
convicts in the Siberian mines enriches 
his private purse. 


The cable recently announced that the 


czar had ordered a commission to be pre- 
sided over bv the minister of Justice, 
Pi-ivy Councillor X. \ . Munwicli, to meet 
for the purpose oi considering the ques- 
tion of substituting another penalty for 
transportation to the Siberian mines. 


Tim n.ost complete revelation ever made 


of llii-- horrors of the Siberian exile sys- 
tem was by George Kenran. His reports 
were published in the Century magazine, 
and afterward by the Century company 
in book form under the title "Siberia and 
the Kxilc System." 
This has remained 


llio standard work on the subject, 


Kcnnnn studied the system from first 


to last, lie started at the distributing 
prison at Timiment, on the ironticr of 
Siberia, and followed the whole weary 
route by which the prisoners 
reached 


their destinations. He entered the pris- 


. on> nnd lived among the political pris- 


oners. 


His dispassionate reports showed- that 


the reality of the Siberian exile system 
•was worse than rumor or piecemeal ac- 
counts had ever made it out to be. 


The very system of forwarding prison- 


CTS is a form of torture. 
They begin 


thnir long journey in overcrowded barges, 
vl.orc they lire caged like wild beasts. 


From Tomsk they make, a journey of 


1,043 miles to Irkutsk on foot. They are 
manacled and driven along, sick or well. 
by 
the bayonets and lances of brutal 


Cossacks. 


For offenses against discipline they arc 


Hogged with the plot, a rawhide whip, 
with four thongs. 
A hundred strokes o! 


it will kill. 


The convicts work in the gold, lead, sil- 


Tcr, mfilnchilc and other mines, chained 
to their barrows. 
They arc often com- 


pelled to sleep chained to them. Some of 
them are branded on the checks and fore- 
head, so that they may be known as con- 
victs all their life. 


.The most horrible cruelties are those 


committed on refined women condemned 
for political agitation. 


Among recent political murders in Si- 


beria there is none worse than'the Hog- 
ging to death of Jfme. Hope Sigida as de- 
scribed by Kcnnnn. She was a young, 
beautiful and cultivated woman, whose 
face bore every sign of exquisite refine- 
ment. Her only crime had been to ex- 
press political ideas. 
' "These mines," says Kennnn, "are hor- 
rible. Rising from them is an odor one 
can never forget, and yet it is so unlike 
nny other bad smell in the world that I 
hardly know with what to compare it. I 
can ask you to imagine cellar air, every 
atom of which has been half a dozen 
times through human lungs, and is heavy 
with carbolic acid, to imagine air still 
further vitiated l>y foul, pungent, am- 
monicnl exhalations from long unwashed 
human bodies: tn imagine that it has a 
suggestion of damp draiying wood and 
more than a suggestion of human excre- 
ment—and still you will have- no ade- 
quate idea of it. 


"The Cossack corporal who preceded 


us threw open the heavy wooden door of 
the first kamera and shouted 'Smtrnol' 
'(Be quiet.) 
We 
stepped 
across 
the 


threshold into a room 24 feel long, 22 feet 
wide and eight feet high, which contained 
29 convicts. The air here was so much 
worse than in the corridor that it made 
me faint and sick. The room was lighted 
by two square, heavily grated windows, 
with double sashes, that could not be 
raised or opened, and there was not the 
least apparent provision anywhere for 
ventilation. 
Even the brick 
oven by 


which the cell was warmed -drew its air 
from the corridor. 


-, "The, walls of tho kamera were of 
squared' logs, nnd had once been white- 
washed, but they had become dark and 
trrimy from the lapse of time and were 
blotched in hundreds of places with dull, 
blood-red stains, where the convicts had 
crushed bed bugs. . The floor was made of 


VX 
; jtoaks,-. and -although it -had'-re- 


cently been swept, it was encrusted with 
dry, hard-trodden filth. 


"Out from the walls on three • sides "of 


the room projected low, sloping wooden 
platforms, about six feet 
wide, 
upon 


which the convicts slept side by side, 
in closely packed rows, with their heads 
to the walls and their extended feet to- 
wards the middle of the. cell. They had 
neither pillows nor blankets and were 
compelled to lie down upon these sleep- 
ing benches at night without removing 
their clothing and without other covering 
than their course gray overcoats. 


"The kameras in the women's prison 


had no furniture of any kind except the 
plank sleeping platforms, which of course 
were entirely destitute of bedding. 
I did 


not see in either room a single pillow OT 
blanket. 
In these two cells were impris- 


oned 4S giris and women, six of whom 
were carrying in their arms pallid, sickly- 
looking babies. 


Civilized human beings put straw even 


into the kennels of .their dogs, but the 
Russian government forces men to work 
for ten or twelve hours a day in. the 
East Siberian mines; compels them after 
this exhausting toil to lie down on a 
bare plank, and then, to console them 
in their misery, tacks up on the grimy 
wall over their heads the 
promise of

'• 'Come unto me, all ye that labor and 


arc

laden, and I will give yon 


rest."1 


The number of criminals sent to Si- 


beria annually at the time >Ir. Kcnnan 
visited the country was over 10,000. 
To 


this should be added a still larger num- 
ber of innocent wives and children, who 
followed their husbands nnd parents into 
exile. ' 


These criminals are divided into five 


tjreat classes, viz: First, hard labor con- 
victs; second,compulsory colonists: third, 
comnumial exiles (persons banished on 
account of their generally bad character 
by the villages in which they lived); 
fourth, vagrants, nnd i.fth, political ar.d 
religious exiles. 
Here are the official fig- 


ures for one year: Hard lo-bor convicts. 
1,03.1; forced colonists, 2,041; conimimial 
exiles. 8.751; vagrant, 1,719: political and 
religious exiles, 3CS; total, 10,230. 


The hard labor convicts and the vag- 


rnnts are shut up in prisons in Siberia. 
Tho forced colonists, the political exiles

It is hardly worth our 
while to insist that Jin Sling shall mark 
our shirts so that we may he successfully 
followed and captured if it is our inten- 
tion to embark in a career of burglary 
and midnight murder, but the ability of 
English detectives to work on clues so 
slight that another kind of detective 
would throw up the ease suggests the 
common sense in carrying with us not 
merely some distinguishing marks that 
might enable us to identify our clothing 
if it was rescued from, the wash of a 
clothes line thief, V-ut something more 
conspicuous and readily translated. This 
would enable stranger to identify us if 
we were to die iu a strange place and a 
great hurry. or n;lvc a nt or bito our 
tongues off or be struck with palsy, or be- 
come temporarily paralyzed for reasons 
that )need not he enlarged upon, but that 
are commonly excused as related to the 
proceedings of clubs and lodges, or suf- 
fer any sort of illness that affected our 
speech" or our ability to write. It is no 
hHrdahip on n man or woman to carry his 
or her card in a pocket, or two or three 
cards in two or three poekets, that if one 
were lost or made accidentally illegible 
another could be read.

Philadelphia Record: The South Afri- 


can Republic, also known as.the Trans- 
vaal, wns originally formed by part oi the 
Boers, who left the Cape Colony in 1S33 
for Natal, but quitted that colony on its 
annexation of the British Crown. In 
1852 the independence of the Transvaal 
was recognised by the British Govern- 
nient. 


On April 12, ISTiTthe Transvaal was 


annexed by the British 
Government, 


against which in December, I860, the 
Boers took up arms, and a treaty of 
peace was signed March 21, 1SS1. 


According to the convention ratified by 


the Volksraad, self-government was re- 
stored to the Transvaal so far as regards 
internal affairs, the control and manage- 
ment of external affairs being reserved to 
Her Majesty the Queen of England, as 
suzerain. 


The area of the Transvaal is 120,000 


square miles, or about the same size as 
the combined areas of the slates of Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Massachusetts, Now 
Jersey, Connecticut and Vermont. 


The scat of Government is Pretoria, 


with a white population of 10,000. The 
largest town is Johannesburg, the mining 
center of Witwa.tersr.ind gold fields, with 
a population of about 100,000, including 
suburbs. The population consists of Ma- 
lays. 4SOO Coolies and 
Chinese, 42,000 


liaflirs and 3000 of mixed race. 


The Republic has no standing army, 


with the exception of a small force of 
horse artillery of 32 officers, TO non-com 
missioned oflicers and 280 men, all able- 
bodied citizens being called out in case 
of war. There are three foot and 
six 


mounted 
volunteer 
corps, numbering 


about 2000 men, subsidized by govern- 
ment. It is estimated on good authority 
that in ca?e of war the country can send 
at least 00,000 well-armed men into the, 
field. 


In 1SS4 the value of the total output o 
old in the Transvaal amounted to $51, 
000, and last year, in 1SOS, the 
outpu 


was valued at no less than $53,000,000. 


There .ire altogether 130 gold mines 


in the Transvaal. At present gold sum* 
up nearly the whole wealth of the Trans 
vital. The Republic is now the largest 
gold-producing country i" '-he world. 


To liis native servants the Boer is a 


hard but just master. Consequently th< 
Transvaal is not troubled with a ''labo: 
problem," as other South African state 
are. The colored labor supply in the mine; 
is both plentiful and well controlled. 


Cold at present is the chief mineral o 


the country. But silver is worked nea 
Pretoria. There are. groat coal fields in 
the southeast, and 
iron 
deposits ar 


abundant. The Transvaal thus posscsse 
every condition requisite for ionmcns 
wealth: Gold, coal, iron, a rich nnd woll 
watered soil. 


Though British enterprise has mad 


the Transvaal, the Boer will allow to n 
alien any ordinary political rights. 


Millions of dollars are invested in th 


Transvaal gold mines. No less than abou 
55,000,000 worth of mining machinery : 
imported every year. British capital is 
largely and chiefly invested in the mince. 
It is said that in case of war with Great 
Britain the Boers would blow up the gold 
mines. This would mean the destruction 
of immense fortunes.

It costs more today to live in New 


York than it did a week ago, and the in- 
dications are that food 
will 
be niore 


expensive a week hence than it is to- 
day. 
Meat is from 3 to S cents a pound 


dearer; fish costs a. little more than it 
did; a hundred weight of ieo costs 30 
cents, instead of 35 ccnts.Jts old price; 
cheese and butter havn gone up and rents 
are to be a little higher. In addition to 
all this, if one wants to buy furniture 
and caniots he will find that they are 
about 15 per cent higher than they were. 
Notwithstanding that the crops are good 
this season, fruits are more expensive in 
New York city, arrd potatoes, which this 
time last year could be bought for 31.75 
per barrel, are $2 to $2,25 now. All this 
is in tho city. In the country prices are 
about the same as they have been, ex- 
cept for meat, which feels the prodding of 
the meat trust as much under the green- 
wood tree as in a Harlem flat. In the 
country one can buy vegetables cheaper 
from farmers, although it should never 
he forgotten that the honest busbandnian 
has a weather eye upon the ma-rkets and 
soon learns when prices have gone higher 
for his products. Still tho commuter, if 
he is not too IO.TT, can grow vegetables 
in his owj) gurden, raiwi-Hs ow-n chickens 
(if he is smart enough/to circumvent ma- 
rauding rats), and 
even keep his own 


cow. 
Thus he may set the farmers and 


the'market mon at defiance and talk 
patronizingly to his acquaintances in the 
city about the udvantagcs of living in -the 
country. The tenement; dwellers have no 
mertns of avoiding extortionate prices, 
however, and it is they who suffer under 
such conditions as prevail now, and are 
daily becoming worec. 
And winter will 


be here all too soon for the poor, too.—

India rubber shoes -were first manuf.act- 


ured in Roxbury, 'Mass, in. 1S33, 
and 


verily 
they 
wcro "fearfully and won- 


derfully made." They realy bore no re-, 
semblance whatever to a shoe, They had 
the appearance of'having been run into 
moulds, or blown, the same as glass bot- 
tles are made. They were made of pure 
rubber gum. No attempt wits made to 
imitate the shape o£ the shoe or foot 
they were intended to cover. 
In shape 


they were hollow tubes, tapering toward 
the toe. At tiie place where the opening 
to pull them,over the shoe should be was 
an irregular hole, without shape, just as 
•they 
came from the mould. The hole 


was enlarged with n, sharp pair of sheers 
to lit the instep, or cut high or low to 
suit the taste or caprice of the customer. 
The work was done by 
the 


lifter the buyer had selected, 
to his requirements, heavy or light, thick 
or thin, lien's sizes were very heavy, Uie 
soles being frequently from 
one-fourth 


to a naif inch in thickness. They were 
tied in pa ire and fluffed with straw or 
hay to keep them in shape for shipment.

ments, the india rubber shoe begun to 
assume beauty of proportion and prac- 
tical utility.

shoe merchant threw aside his shears. 
One particularly popular style that hnd 
a great run for a couple of years was 
trimmed with fur around the tops, and 
carne well up on the ankles.

lie number of widows on the pension 
oil is now 1998. 


It appears, from the best calculations 
hat can bo made as to re-enlistmenta, 
ia.t the actual number of individual sol- 
iers who served in the union armies dur- 
ng the civil war was 2,128,948. Last year 
mrked the point where this number was 
nore evenly divided between tho living 
.ml the dead than at any other 
time. 


i"ow the survivors have become an actual 
ninority of the great army of Veterans, 
lumbering 1,032,413, which is 32,000 less 
han half. The present number of Hiirviv-.

FERTILIZER FACTS. 


N«*«U o* Grow, Clover, Bye, Etc- 
The Hatch experiment station of 


Massachusetts has reached some very 
practical conclusions, as a result ot 
careful Investigation into •the indus- 
trial requirements of crops. 
Among 


them are the following: 


Grass is similar in its requirements 


to oats (nitrogen in the form of nitrate 
of soda most beneiicial); tie clovers 
are to a considerable extent similar to 
corn in their dependence upon potash, 
but arc more benefited by phosphoric 
acid than the latter. 


For use where timothy Is to be 


grown, a fertilizer supplying the ele- 
ments in the following proportions is 
ecommended: Nitrogen, S; phosphoric 
acid 3; potash, 3. For m.inurlng where 
clover is desired: Nitrogen, 2; phos- 
phoric acid, 5, and potash, 10. 


Maximum crops of hay at minimum 


cost, whether of grasses or clovers, 
arc not to be looted for from the ap- 
plication of phosphate.

The problem of how to get tho.mosi 


out of corn fofldcr is yet unsolved by 
many farmers. In former years it -was' 
the practice to husk the corn In the 
field and then turn the stock on to eat 
the fodder; but this practice was very 
wasteful. It destroyed much valuable 
feeding stuff, as -in the fall and eavb 
winter the ground would be soft, and 
tho tramping of the stock did mori 
damage to' the land than the stalks 
which remained to be plowed under ii, 
the spring did good. 
The longer our 


farms are farmed the more It eosts to 
maintain tbern to a standard-of payinp. 
crops. 
It is necessary, in order to get the 


most out of the fod'der, to have if cm 
when It contains tbe most nutrients, 
and that is wlion the corn is glazing.
